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America has offered the country a courageously 
frank estimate of the wet and dry situation. The 
report, two installments of which have been pub- 
lished, is remarkable for its temperance and its 
obvious respect for facts. The report character- | 
izes as ‘unwarranted’ many of the deductiong - 
made by both sides, Jt mentions an “ unfavorable 
and disturbing” trend to be found since 1920 in 
social statistics seeking to prove favorable results. 
It recognizes that the question is not only one. of 
drinking intoxicating liquors, but one of writing, 
into our laws regulating social conduct a tew 
basic principle. , 
Without quibbling, the churchmen cite two im 
stances of the law's non-success. The investiga- 
tors learned in reply to questionnaires sent to the 
Nationa] Conference of Social Workers that there 
was, in the opinion of those who made answer, 
Slightly more drinking among our people since 
prohibition and a far greater degree of disregard 
for laws in general. 


Besides its valuable data, the report should ac- 
|} complish a much needed public service. It should 
remind the hundreds of thousands of well meaning 
believers in prohibition that to disagree with them 
is not a sin or evidence of a debauched character. 
One of the outstanding facts of the controversy 
over prohibition or the effort to impose teetotalism 
by force of government, is the lack of temperance 
er even Christian charity among its professional 
champions and many of their most pious followers. 
The report of the counci) confesses that the facts 
are not all one way and that there is a seamy side 
to the great experiment and therefore we hope it 
will open many ardent gouls to a little more of the 
temperance in mental and spiritual things that 
they would impose in matters of carnal] habit upon 
their neighbors. 
Prohibition is an experiment, a tremendous and | 
momentous experiment. Many of us believe it is. 
being demonstrated to be a failure. Many of us 
believe it cannot be anything else but a failure. 
Many of us believe it wrong in principle, morally 
mischievous. In this the drys differ with us, but’ 
why should they also impute evil because we dis- 
agree? We do not think the example of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ will effect a 
change in the fanatic or in the professional dry 
agitator. But it reveals temperance and the Chris- 
tian spirit and it will remind many conscientious 
adherents of the prohibitory gospel that there is 
another side to the prohibition question which an 
honest mind can see.

The last legislative reapportionment came in 
1901. @imee then there have been two federal cen- 
suses which should have been followed by ia redis- 
tricting. We have waited this long without sur- 
rendering or corapromising our rights and we may 
profitably wait @ little longer. If the courts will 
not feree the legislature to do its duty, time will.

ILLINOIS DEATH RATE 
IN 1924 DECLINES TO 
1,122 PER 100,000 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 15—{Spe- 
ctal.}——-The 1924 death rate for Illinois 
was 1,122 per 100,000 population as 
compared with 1,204 in 1923, according 
to the department of commerce. 

This decrease tn 1924 is largely ac- 
counted for by decreases in the death 
rates from influenza, from 36 to 15; 
pneumonia, all forma, from 104 to 83; 
diarrhea and enteritis, under 2 years, 
from 37 to 28; measles, from 9 to 3, 
and diphtheria, from 12 to 7. 

A slight increase appears in the 1924 
rate for. cancer and other malignant 
tumors, 101 as compared with 98 in 
1923.

OPEN BIDS FOR ‘| 
U.S. AIR MAILS ON 
8 NEW. ROUTES 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—[ Spe 
clal.}—Bids for air mail service on 
eight new routes connecting up 29 im- 
portant cities with the 16 cities already 
receiving such service on the trans 
continental air mail route were opened 
today by Fostmaster General New. 
They were found to cover all of the 
new routes, with two or more bids 
for all but two of the projects. 

The General Airways System of New 
York bid for all four of the new routes 
out of Chicago at a rate of 5% cents 
per ounce, provided it receives the 
award for the four routes, | 

Bids for the Chicago-St. Paul, Chi- 
cago-Dallas and Chicago-St. Louts 
routes were announced also from the 
National Air Transport company on & 
rate basis of four-fifths of the revenue 
received. In addition, the Robertson 
Aircraft company of St. Louis put in a 
bid for the Chicago-St. Louis route. 

For the Boston-New York route the 
bidders were the Colonial company, the 
Federal Aircraft company, the Eastern 
Air Transport company, and the Gen- 
eral Airways system. ‘ 

The contracts for the eight new 
routes will call for an extension of the 
air mail service of 4,662 miles. The 
contracts will require about 200,000 | 
miles of flying yearly on the six 
round trips per week scheduled for 
each route. Only day flying will be re- 
quired.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Pears and Whiffed Cream. 


Raw pears, even when they are not 
particularly soft and juicy, if peeled 
and cut up in nice slices, are quite as 
good with whipped cream as is a good 
eooked fruit that requires cream for 
its perfection in dessert service. The 


cream should not only be whipped but 
sweetened a little, and may have a 
drop or two of vanilla. 


— 
The old fashioned delicacy, poached 
pears, may be served with either 
whipped cream or ice cream for a quite 
pera dessert. To poach pears pre- 
pare a sirup with one cup of cold water 
and one cup of granulated sugar, stir- 
ring the two together until the sugar 
is dissolved; then cook to sirup stage. 
In the meantime peel and quarter four 
pears, and when the sirup is ready put 
the pieces of pear in it and cook them 
for fifteen minutes. Skim them out of 
the sirup, arrange them in a crown in 
a small compotier, add a teaspoon of 
vanilla to the sirup, or a vanilla pod 
may be cooked in it from the start. 
Then pour the sirup over the fruit. 
Instead of cane sugar the sirup may 
be made of half a cup of corn sirup 
and half.a cup of water, and the pears 
may be sliced and cooked in this, 
They have a delicate spiciness which 
flavors any sirup, so in using vanilla 
one must be careful not to have enough 
to disguise the flavor of the pear.
